The last of the series of lectures by 
Rev, Dr. Brown, dean of Vale School 
or Religion, whs given yeslerda) at 

the Congregational College. The 
greatest, enihusiajin ami interrsi ha,e 
been aroused, and ibis addiess on the 
'Soul of I he Sermon' was listened to 
by a crowded hall ol people. After a 
rew preliminaries Dr. Brown launched 
inlo his discourse. He said: 

"In the preceding lectures I have 
been dwelling on the choice of texts, 
framing of topics, assembling of ma- 
terial, development Of plans, and on 
the art of expression and Ihc mode of 
delivery, as if you had lo doit all. Dut 
all this preparation is mere dust of 
(he ground; it has little worth until 
the Lord shall breathe inlo u His own 
migbl; !ife, bestowing upon your mi- 
mon a living soul. The preaching uf 
a real sermon is no mere human 
It ansae tion; there are al least three 
Uctors involved in it - the preacher 
himscif, the people who listen, and 
the Spirit of Him who lias all ihose 
higher values within His holy keep- 
ing. 

"Work out youi own BalVUlion then 
no preachers. Vvork with all your 
might, as ir everything depended upon 
you, yet know lull well that, unies? 
God Is working within you to, accom- 
plish Mis good pleasure, your preach- 
ing will be in vain. Work as il you 
hud n all to do. They pray and trust 
as if God had to do it all. '1 hose sets 
ol force.} will make your preaching 
spiritually effective. 

"If a man is farming, be may pla.il 
ami Ins associates wuler. t hat is all 
they can do. Dut God gives the in- 
ccase, When men plough and plar.t 
with all possible skill and fidelity, 
they are still conscious of the utter 
dependence upon the latent energies 
of the soil, sunshine, rain an:' Hie new. 
The recognition of the necessity of this 
co-operation wiiL the unseen world is 
essential to spiritual success. 

"In older to secure this supei human 
aid, the mlnlslei should not merely 
live an upright, decent life; Ibis i.-. to 
be taken [oi granted, it Is not enough 
thai the inintstei should keep up tho 
outward habits of devotion. The 
preacher of a divine Gospel mus; so 
live a 9 to keep aiivc and sensitive tnal 
sense of Btcady co-operation with the 
unseen. 

'The work of preaching is Ihc most 
exacting task mi earth, it lays under 
commission nil ihc best powers of 
body, mind and spin:. Ii loads men 
with burdens not easy to be borne. 
You arc expected to live in constant 
communication with the unseen world, 
where the messengers of the Most 
High are coming and going on those 
august transactions which have to do 
with the renewing, maturing and cr- 
i ichmcnt ol spiiitual life. You nnijt,

Second Wind 



Every would-be sprinter knows how the first burst of speed 
exhausts the system; then, as the circulation adjusts itself to 
meet the extraordinary call on the lungs, conies the sense of relief, 
and deep breathing;, that makes possible the long, hard lope for 
miles. With the undisciplined intellect, too. the ardor of an im- 
petuous start has a momentary reaction; but, if the effort con- 
tinue, the mental powers settle down to steady, methodical action. 
Analogy will allow us to call this "Second wind." An earnest 
student may be "out of wind," as it were, and not a little dismayed 
after the first few weeks of a term ; but he should remember that 
the second wind is due to arrive any time then. There are, of 
course, students who keep putting off the inevitable day of study- 
ing their notes. It is hardly necessary to say that the longer this 
task— for task it is — is put off, the more laborious it becomes and 
the less inclined the student is to undertake it. Without delving 
into the realms of philosophy, we may make the assertion that to 
remember a thing, the mind must receive a clear first impression, 
plus an early repetition of that first impression. In short, aj 
student who listens carefully to the professor, making sure that 
he understands what is being explained, and who goes over that 
lecture with average carefulness in his room within, say, two 
weeks, will have to do, practically speaking, but little cramming 
at the end of the term to pass a good examination.

It is not generally kugwn that ilioje' 
arc several deeoraiions lliat may be 
won b) women. Tnere is. for Instance, 
tue Imperial Service Ordei, founded 
by the late King Edward, to commém- 
orai e bis Coronation, foi bestowal 
upon women Tor very conspicuous 
bravery. Thja is one or tbe most cov- 
eted and bonorabic decorations tbat a 
woman can wear. 

Tbe Order of tbe Royal Red Cross, 
which was founded on St. George's 
Day, tSS:>, is another decoration re- 
served ior women only. It is give 
for merit anu valor displayed lu tjii'f> 
iiig — partic ularly aijiiy and navy nurs- 
ing. TU' Order of it. Jobn of Jerusa- 
lem—a little Maltese Cross, bearing 
the words for "For service in the 
caut>c of humanity,' attached to a 
black ribbon, can also be won by wo- 
men. Another order founded by K.ng 
K.I ward is the greatly coveted Order 
el Merit, which ib bestowed upon mca 
and women who have gained U'. j uiic- 
lion in literature, art, science, or any 
of the peaceful, as distinguished from 
tbe. fighting, services. But up to the 
present it has iuly been conferred 
upon one woman— the incomparable 
nortnee Nightingale. 

The French Cross of Hie Legion ot 
Honor has been bestowed on tbe 
greatest number of women. There is 
only one Russian decoration for wo- 
men, the Order of St. Catheiine; whi.e 
iheie are two Spanish decorations, tb<j 
Order of St. James and the Order oi 
St. .Maria of Spain, an order similar to 
the British Ordei of the Royal Red 
Cross, conferred lor distinguished ser- 
vices in nursing. 

Nurse Leads a Charge. 
The Czar has conferred (he posthu- 
mous bonui of the Ci'osb of St. (Jeorgc 
of tbe Fourth Degree on Sister of 
Mercy Ivanoff for her heroic exploit 
in leading a company, tbe officers of 
which had been killed, in storming tbe 
enemy's position. It is w orthy of note 
ihat since Uie institution of the order 
150 years ago, this is only the second 
instance of its award to a woman. 
This sister, Mira Miksailovitch lvau- 
olf, was In the fli iug line looking after 
the wounded men of the regiment to 
which she was attached. The officers 
uiged her to seek a place of safety, 
and her brother, who was the regi- 
mental doctor, oidered her lo thcrea.-, 
but she refused to leave her work. 
During tho day a large section of the 
regiment was moved to another part 
of the field, leaving only one company 
id bold un important point. The Ger- 
man fire was very heavy, aild all of 
the officers were picked off, and ser- 
geants also. At last nobody was left 
to take command. Seeing the danger 
of the post entrusted to the company 
being abandoned, .Mira Miksailovitch 
called on the men lo rally around ber. 
This prompt and plucky acceptance of 
responsibility aroused theii enthusi- 
asm, and they not only heid their 
ground, but, led by tho new captain, 
even charged the enemy, and drove 



mmlfrom the fire trench. Unfortun- 
ately, just as they reached the German 
position. Sister Ivanurf was badly Lit 
and soon afterwards died. 

Earl's Daughter Wilis Décoration. 

Lady Dorothic Fielding, daughter cf 
the Karl of Denbigh, went to the front 
in the earliest days ot the war, and 
has beeu there ever since without a 
break, working in a way which can 
only be described as heroic, self-sacri- 
ficing and wonderful. A correspond- 
ent gives Instances of her remarkable 
courage and devotion. 

"I remember,'' be says, "how Lady 
Dorotblo walked through Yprcs. dodg- 
ing round a corner once because she 
saw a captain ahead who didn't be- 
lieve in having women in the way at 
the front. Hardly had she got round 
the corner ere a shell dropped on the 
very spot where she bad been standing 
a minute before! It blew off the arm 
of a soldier who stood there. The 
brave daughter of a noble earl never 
lost her nerve at the tcrriblo sight and 
her own narrow escape. She jud 
went up to the wounded man, began io 
bind up his Injuries, and, after making 
him as comfortable and easy as pos- 
sible, resumed her work of attending 
to other wounded, and continued this 
all the morning. If ever a girl nurse 
has displayed wondrous courage and 
self-sacrifice, it i3 Lady Dorthic Field' 
ing, and she has well won the Order 
of Leopold, which King Albert recent* 
iy conferred on her for signal bravery 
and surpassingly fine work a^ a Red 
CrosB Nurse." 

A Big, Blue-Eycd DriUsh Mala. 

Jean Victor Bates, in a fine artlco 
describing tho army of women now 
helping our troops In France, gives 
the following as a truo picture seen 
one morning: 

"Suddenly in the crowd there was a 
stir. It was nothing much, only a 
Tommy who had been too much tried 
by long hours and hard work, and had 
tainted. A trivial incident In itself, 
but followed by something which 
bi ought tears to my eyes. Standing 
on the steps or the buffet was a nurse. 
Just a big, blu.-eyed, rosy-ebcekto, 
healthy British maid ! But what a 
girl ! She wore a khaki cap, on which 
was a bronze cross. Her jacket, short 
khaki skirt, and high boots were much 
the woi3c for wear and weather, it 
was a delight to sec her go down on 
her knees on that dreary platform, 
nnd lo bcc how her strong, gentle 
aims swept around the weary body A 
tbe soldier. In another moment, attar 
the brave girl had rendered all the ex- 
cellent aid she could give and restored 
the soldier lo consciousness by her 
work, came up some of the ambulance 
corps, and he w.,s borne off to a soft 
hospital bed. Then the big girl went 
quietly back and resumed lier ordin- 
ary duties on tbat platform. And it 
was a giant Lister trooper who toid 
me more about her. Said be: 'Who 
is she? Heaven knows her name! But 



she's one of a grind lo; working heie 
as nui se:'. She'.* uni y a lassie, eh? but 
«lien many or us were gassed and 
nearly done for. being as heavy as 
sacks of potatoes, when helpers were 
short, as so many uf us had to be 
fetched, she stood to her guns amid 
the awful sip'.ith and did her very best. 
She carried Mcliroy there to the aui- 
Dulauce; she worked like a Trojan; 
one poor chap actually died In her 
aims as she wao can y ing him! For 
weeks she's been going backwards 
and forwards day and night through 
fcwful a: cas of 'gas,' and one time sLc 
never closed an eye for 3C hours! Her 
hands were bruised and bleeding ; I 
saw them myself. And when she 
brought the last 4oud to the hospital 
in I he car, they tell me she tumbled 
down where she stood, that tired she 
was! Her name and where she comes 
from? I don't know. 'VYc chaps here 
just call her "The Angel," and leave 
It at that.'-' 

A True lleroiue, 

From tbe American Hospital at Neu- 
llly iu France comes a splendid illus- 
tration of the heroism which this war 
is maniicsting. it is not only the sol- 
djcr who is entitled to the V.C. There 
are doctors and uurses who have 
earned it over aud over again. Think 
of that brave English nurse. Miss 
Mary Davics. She learned tbat Dr. 
laylor needed an uncomplicated hu- 
man case of gas gangrene to test a 
remedy he thought he had discovered. 
Without revealing her intentions, she 
look a room near the hospital, and one 
day Dr. Taylor received a note from 
her begging him to come at once to 
make "last experiments." 'the doctor 
found that she had given herself an 
injection of the culture used In tbe 
experiments on guinea-pigs. Two 
hours afterwards symptoms of gas 
gangrene developed. She had furnish- 
c<i the doctor with a pure case of gas 
gangrene, The doctor injected a 
quinine preparation with which he 
had been conducting his experiments, 
and in L'l hours the patient was out of 
danger. The courage hero revealed 'a 
of the .îighcst order, for it was dis- 
played without the stimulus of ex- 
citement or danger. Health and life 
were risked that the lives of others 
might be saved. Ibis is the valor tbat 
iuerits (ho C. C, the order of Christ's 
«tous, and it is being shown by thou- 
•annds of men and women who are 
not in the firing Une. 

Russian Sister Saves (lie Flag. 

From Pc'.rograu comes the stirring 
picture of a woman who saved the 
iiag of a Russian regiment'. "Half a 
dozen Sisters of Mercy arrived at PcL 
rograd after a three weeks' journey 
from captivity iu Germany. 'fury 
were laken prisoners with all their 
wounded in a field hospital during the 
earlier fighting iu East Trussii. 
Among the wounded was a soldier jf 
a certain loot regiment, who, along

I met hira in a little Italian 
restaurant on tho Rive Cauchc ; be 
made me feel m home at once, and 
showed by every mute evidence in hia 
power that he was glad I bad chosen 
his restaurant fo; dinner. 

Soon, after seeing me to my table, 
he went off and brought back the man 
he owned— to help me feel more the 
hospitality of the house ; as I looked 
Into the depths of bis great brown 
eyes that met mine so fearlessly, and 
stroked the slee., brown bead, 1 won- 
d»rcd what made him so kind to me- 
an utter stranger. 

" Uf what race is he V" I asked the 
cheery, fat Italian who was sitting, 
pad in band, to take my order. 

"Of what breed, monsieur ? I can't 
tell you! They don't have breeds much 
In France; they just have dogs, and 
the life-long amusement of their own- 
cis i3 to guc.«s what race they arc. 

" But they have histories, monsieur 
—some of them— like this boy. Ho is 
a rcfug.-e, a real refugee from Rhelms. 
He followed some soldiers back from 
the trenches to their 'cantonnement,' 
and be must have drifted a good deal 
before be landed at the railway sta- 
tion, where the good vicar, who Iooks 
for stray dogs, found him. He gave 
hint to me." 

"The good vicar! What vicar?" I 
asked, completely forgetting dinner. 

"Why, Monsieur Evans, at Ver- 
sailles, pour sure, the what-you-cail 
chaplain of the English Church, ll* 
wrote a hook about 'The Soul of tho 
Bog.' He loves dogs, and he had the 
idea io gather in all these poor four- 
footed refugee.". He is a good man, 
and monsieur, being English also, 
should know him and bear about the 
dog?.'' 

This logic, sremcc absolute, so I jot- 
ted down the address at Versailles and 
ordered dinner, l'be ' boy" had curb'd 
up on .my overcoat In the window-sill 
and fixed me with one unblinking eye 
as I commenced my soup. 

The l)og'» Chaplain. 

As a result of this chance meeting 
with a dog, whose personality I shall 
not soon forget. I nudged one glorious 
sun-mottled day up the path of tho 
vicar's house. A chorus ol barking 
bad warned mc that I bad found the 
right place before I was told that 
..ionsier Evans would receive mc. 

Tbe chaplain is a lypc of tbat fine 
class of Engliph clergymen who 
pi each the truth in the straightfor- 
ward, homely way that reaches the 
heart. Hi- breadth of vision brings 
with it the cool, cican air of God'aou:- 
o." -doors, and I was not surprisid 
when be told me that he bad been 
army caaplaiu durins (he Boer war. 



He must have been a great favorite 
among the soldiers with his warm 
hand-grasp and his sympathetic, ruauy 
face. He was te'.ling mo of his church 
In Bmssels, where he was five years 
ago, when Flfl, a relic from the flood 
times in Paris, ourst upon tbe scene 
and switched our conversation into 
dogdom. 

Dogs have always appealed lo the 
vicar with that pathos thai the tru- 
Christian feels for our dumb children. 
_ Mr. Evans conceived the idea of 
gathering in ali the strays that he 
could find along the roads as rar no 
be was allowed to go, in the ruined 
villages, in railway stations, and aftsr 
caring for them, found them homes 
among the kind-hearted when he 
could, and In the case of the larger 
dogs sending them to be trained as 
"chiens aanilaircs," (Red Cross dogs), 
to be of use in their country's service. 

His work has grown until now 
many ot his "children" are serving at 
the front, and many arc proving the 
joy of their adopted parents. 

A short time ago Mr. Evans wrote 
of tbe work of the Red Cross dogs as 
follows: 

" My opinion of the magnificent 
work being done by the 'chlen sani- 
lalrc' cannot be loo highly expressed; 
many wounded soldiers who have fall- 
en among dense underwood, in a hid- 
den ditch, or in sonic out-of-tbe-way 
spot owes his life to these four-footed 
friends of the human race. 

4 fill lied Cross Dogs at tbe Frout. 

"When the engagement is over they 
scour the field, bringing back in Iheir 
mouths a hat, a musket or any article 
of tbe wounded mans accoutrcme.it. 
Ihcy can find or detach from blni, 
Sometimes, however, It happens that 
ibe man has fallen on his rifle and 
has lost bis cap during the engage- 
ment, and there is nothing the dog can 
bring back as evidence of nis 'find.' 
In such cases ha silently (for he has 
been taught nol to bark) tells the 
'ambulancier' to follow bim. AVhcn a 
dog returns 'information' be is put. on 
leash and told to search, 'cherche/' 
being the word of command always 
used; he then starts off at top speed, 
dragging the 'ambulancier' after him 
to the spot where the wounded man 
lies. At present there arc 460 'chiens 
sanitaires' at the front. 

"Àt Resonvillc, to every one man 
killed and ten wounded, five were re- 
ported missing: and at St. Privai the 
figures were four missing to every 
ouc killed and six wounded. No doubt 
some of the 'disparus (missing) fell 
into the hands of the enemy, but dead 
arc liequently fouud in secluded 
spots, tbe bodies bearing wounds quite 
insufficient, if attended to in time, to 



cause death. Such cases, however, be- 
come impossible when the 'chien sani- 
taire' is used to search the licld. 

"The training of the Red Cross dog 
requires great kindness and much pa- 
tience, ror it must be borne in mind 
tbat what he is trained to do Is In no 
way a theatrical performance— with a 
bow to the footlights at the end ot his 
'turn. Tho whip and sugai play : o 
part in bis schooling. 

"It only takes about two months to 
train a dog 1o.l,o to tbe front; Hie 
instinct, althoiiâh it is more than ilia;, 
which leads a dog to dash into the 
water lo save a dt owning man is what 
has to be fostered and nourished. 
The Uoort Old Mongrel. 

"He must be taught as a duty to 
çeck out men who arc in trouble. It 
is not. merely an affair of carrying a 
cap or a gun, for a well-trained dog 
will lead you to a fallen man whether 
he be in uniform or not, and lie will 
enter into the work of collecting the 
wounded as thoroughly as the 'ambu- 
lanciers themselves. 

"At ihe present time, when many of 
the dogs In the training kennels are 
strays laken from the street, the work 
ol training them is much more difti- 
cult. It takes some time before laeii 
military training can be put in hand, 
because there Is an abject fear of men 
common to many of them, and this 
has to he overcome by kindness. Tbe 
dog must feel that man is his friend 
or months of weary I raining will be 
wasted In a use.'css endeavor to in- 
duce him lo succor him. 

' The kennels oi which I write are 
just outside Versailles, on the road to 
St. Cyrc— the obi 'faisanderie' (phcas- 
antry) where Louis XIV reared his 
pheasants. It h an ideal spot for the 
purpose, standing upon open ground 
In which trenches nave been dug, ad- 
joining a dense copse aud a stretch of 
forest, land affording many lonely and 
OUt-of-tbé-wày cpUs lor tbe 'mode!' 
soldlf-' to lie down and hide himself." 

So n role Ihe v.ear of Versaill -s 
about this interesting work which b- 
has rn near at heart, I askcH hi;., if 
he had to cnoose four breeds of do c 's 
for this work what they would be, and 
after a moment's thought he an- 
swered. 

"The Belgian dogs are good, the Bas 
Ruugc and the Groenendael. The 
Airedale also is good, and the blood- 
nounii; but, do yoil know, lue god mIu 
mongrel is a line chap for the work? 
Ik's iniclligent. u.id goes about b;s 
business with no oluer thought in his 
mind than bis duty— like the soldier 
he is: he bas noue of the vagaries or 
the hunting dog. who will forget his 
mission lo go orr and bunt rabbils."— 
Tho Daily Chronicle.

MAJOR A.C.GEDDES 
LATE OF McGILL 
GETS PROMOTION 



Receives Rank of Deputy Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General 



ONE OF FIGHTING FAMILY 



C.O.T.C. Owes Evolution to For- 
mer Professor of Anatomy 
Here. 




A cable to the Montreal Star says 
that Major A. C. Gcddes. or the Nor- 
thumberland Fusiliers, has been ga- 
zetted Deputy Assistant Adjutant-Gen- 
eral. Major Gcddes held the chair of 
Anatomy in the Faculty of Medicine at 
McGill before leaving to join the Bri- 
tish Army in Oclober, 1915. He was 
tho man responsible lor the evolution 
of the McGill Contingent, C.O.T.C, 
into a full battalion. For some lime 
after joining ihc Northumberland 
Fusiliers, Major Geddcs was engaged 
in the work ot training In England. 
Latterly he has beeu attached to the 
Staff or Sir John French in France. 

Major Gcddes belongs to a family 
which for four or rive generations has. 
been in the military service in various 
parts ot tho Empire. His ancestors 
fought in the American Revolutionary 
War and In the War or 1812; his 
father was in the Government service 
in India for thirty years from ihe 
time of tho Mutiny. Dr. Gcddes has 
lived up to his family traditions. In 
1901 he joined the Highland Light In- 
fantry as a lieutenant, and went to 
South Africa with that unit. Ile ra- 
pidly won promotion, and rose lo the 
post of Staff orficcr of the Streams 
District. 

Major Gcddes received his primary 
education at George Watson's College. 
Edinburgh, and afterwards entered 
Edinburgh University.. He was gradu- 
ated in 1903 with the degree of M.B. 
with honors. After graduation, Major 
Geddcs became Interne or the Royal 
Infirmary at Edinburgh. Making a 
specialty or anatomy, he pursued post 
graduate work on the Continent at 
Frleborg and Vienna, at Edinburgh 
University and at London University, 
under Prof. Arthur Kcltb. After tak- 
ing the degree of M.D. ut Edinburgh 
In 1908, and winning the University 
gold medal. Dr. Gcddes won (ho 
Crichton Research Fellowship in Ana- 
tomy, shortly afterwards becoming as- 
sistant to Prof. Cunningham, the 
famous anatomist. At the end of a 
year, Dr. Gcddes became Assistant 
Professor in Anatomy, a post he held 
until 1909, when, upon the death of 
Prof. Cunningham, he accepted ihc 
Professorship of Anatomy in the 
Royal College of Surgeons* Medical 
School at Dublin. He resigned in (be 
spring or 1913 to come to McGill.
